WASHINGTON, July 24.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt announced today 
that he would soon sign an execu- 
tive order establishing a War Re- 
lief Control Board, to be headed 
by Joseph E. Davies, former Am- 
bassador to Soviet Russia, to unify 
the work and cut down the multi- 
plicity of agencies soliciting funds 
from the public. The only national 
or regional agencies to be except- 
ed, he said, are the Red Cross, re- 
ligious organizations and local 
charities. 

For more than a year Davies has 
been chairman of the President’s 
committee for co-ordination of war 
relief activities and agencies. The 
other members are Frederick P. 
Keppel of Carnegie Corporation 
and Charlies P. Taft of the Office 
of Defense Health and Welfare 
Services. Davies told the Post- 
Dispatch today that Keppel and 
Taft would serve on the new con- 
trol board. 

Davies said the new organization 
would be similar to the Canadian 
Ministry for Co-ordination of War 
Relief program except that the Ca- 
nadian board has the wide powers 
of a war ministry. The American 
board, Davies said, would have the 
power of issuing and revoking 
licenses and the power of pub- 
licity, 

Inflation and Rubber. 

The announcement of more rigid 
control over relief agencies was 
made at a brief press conference, 
at which the President said that 
he had no news on.the inflation 
situation and that he did not know 
what he would do if Congress ap- 
proved legislation taking synthet- 
ic rubber production away from 
the War Production Board. This 
legislation passed the: Senate 
Wednesday with only nine Sen- 
ators on the floor and is likely to 
be approved by the House today. 

The President denied he had 
asked Chief Justice Stone to make 
an independent fact-finding survey 
of the entire rubber situation, say- 
ing merely that he had consulted 
with the Chief Justice. 

“Do you intend to ask him to 
make the survey?” a reporter in- 


quired. 


The President said he doubted he 


* would do so. 


(Chief Justice Stone, when asked 
at Sugar Hill, N. H., about a story 
in the New York Times that 
he had been chosen to make an 
independent inquiry into the rub- 
ber situation, said: “I have not 
accepted any such responsibility 
and I do not intend to.”) 

The President said he did not 
know whether he would discuss 
with Andrew J. Higgins of New 
Orleans the Maritime Commis- 
sion’s cancelation of a 200-ship 
contract with the Higgins com- 
pany, or whether he would see 
Henry J. Kaiser next week to talk 
about Kaiser's plan to make thou- 
sands of large transport airplanes 
by mass production methods in 
converted shipyards. 

No Local Authority. 

The President said he was es- 
tablishing the War Relief Control 
Board so the work could be uni- 
fied, duplication avoided and over- 
head cut down. Since 1940, he 
said, these agencies had collected 
about 96 million dollars, and as 
the result of the Government’s ef- 
fort the cost of solicitation and ad- 
ministration had been materially 
reduced. But, he continued, it was 
perfectly clear that the country 
did not want a multiplicity of agen- 
cies. He emphasized that the new 
board would have no authority 
over local efforts and that its pow- 
er would be confined to regional 
or national organizations—in ef- 
fect, inter-state agencies. 

The present war relief commit- 
tee was appointed by the Presi- 
dent after Secretary of State Hull 
wrote the President last year suzg- 
gesting a survey of foreign relief 
agencies collecting money in this 
country which might be adversely 
affecting our own war efforts. The 
President appointed the commit- 
tee, which had only investigatory

transport fleet. If the Govern- 
ment wishes us to follow the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Kaiser and license 
the shipbuilding companies to 
help manufacture the Mars type 
of air vessel, we shall be glad to 
do so and to extend our full co- 
operation. 

“It must be left to the judgment 
of the Government authorities 
which organizations will be called 
upon to aid in building up the 
important air cargo service. Many 
things must be determined before 
the program can be launched.” 


Difficult Decision. 


The decision that must be made 
in Washington, and quickly, with 
respect to cargo planes is a diffi- 
cult one. Material shortages are 
already cutting into scheduled 
plane production at plants all over 
the country. 

To allocate part of what is avail- 
able to cargo planes would mean a 
still further cut in combat craft. 

But in Martin’s view the Govern- 
ment must come to this decision. 
The Government must decide to set 
aside 5 or 10 or 15 per cent of air- 
craft production for planes that 
will carry essential supplies to 
fronts thousands of miles distant. 

The air-minded men around Mar- 
tin point out that it is folly or 
worse to try to service airplanes in’ 
Australia with ships that make 10 
miles an hour. It is no secret that 
planes have been immobilized on 
distant fronts for lack of spare 
parts that were: too long in transit 
on water-borne cargo vessels. 

“Four years ago I tried to get 
them to take on cargo planes,” 
Martin says. “I had made an inten- 
sive survey of Europe. I knew that 
the Germans had begun to put 
transport planes into mass produc- 
tion. I knew what they were doing. 
elsewhere.” 

Could Carry 150 Men. 

For various reasons Martin could 
not convince either the country or 
the military of the need to develop 
cargo planes for war. The Mars 
was begun as luxury airliner but 
it could, of course, readily be con- 
verted to military purposes. It will 
carry 150 men with full war equip- 
ment. : ; 

“The terrific pace of modern 
warfare, with its rapidly changing 
fronts and the necessity of sending 
expeditionary forces into far cor- 
ners of the globe, has set up a 
problem of supply lines that cannot 
be answered by surface ships,” 
Martin said. “There are many who 
realize this today as they look upon 
the 10-mile-an-hour surface freight- 
ers and the distressingly slow hauls 
to distant bases. Faster delivery of 
critical war materials is impera- 
tive. 

“There can be no doubt that 
large flying boats such as the Mars 
and the 250,000-pound vessel whose 
design we recently announced will 
be the ultimate answer. Not only 
can these airplanes make from 15 
to 18 times as many trips as the 
average freighter, but in the course 
of a year a reasonable number of 
such afrplanes, requiring far less 
tonnage of materials in their man- 
ufacture, can ‘carry as much or 
more cargo.

er than in relying upon profes- 
sions of neutrality, which, in the 
face of a worldwide movement to 
subjugate all nations and all peo- 
ples, are as absurd and 4s suicidal 
as are such professions on the part 
of a citizen of a peaceful commu- 
nity attacked by a band of con- 
fessed outlaws. 

Today, 28 United Nations are 
fighting against the would-be con- 
querors and enslavers of the hu- 
man race. We know what is at 
stake. By the barbarian invaders 
of today nothing is spared—neither 
life, nor morals, nor honor, nor 
virtue, nor pledges, nor the cus- 
toms, the national institutions, 
even the religion of any people. 
Their aim is to sweep away every 
vestige of individual and national 
rights; to substitute, the world 
over, their unspeakable tyranny for 
the ways of life developed each 
for itself by the various nations; 
to make all mankind subservient to 
their will; to convert the two bil- 
lions of the earth’s inhabitants into 
abject victims and tools of their 
insatiable lust for power and do- 
minion. 

We have seen their work in the 
countries they have invaded—mur- 
der of defenseless men, women and 
children; rape, torture and pillage; 
mass terrorization; the black sys- 
tem of hostages; starvation and 
deprivations that beggar descrip- 
tion; the most thoroughgoing 
bondage the world has ever seen. 

This is the so-called “New Or- 
der” of Hitler and the Japanese 
war lords—an order as old as 
slavery, new only in the calculated 
thoroughness of its cruelty; in the 
depth of the degradation to which 
it subjects its victims; in the de- 
gree in which it has revived the 
worst practices of the darkest 
ages in history. : 


‘Two Lessons Have 
Remained Unlearned.’ 


From time immemorial, attempts 
at conquest and enslavement have 
checked and harried the great on- 
ward march of men and women 
toward greater freedom and high- 
er levels of civilized existence. The 
methods employed have been the 
game as those which we witness 
today. Ruthless, ambitious men 
would succeed in corrupting, co- 
ercing or deceiving into blind « > 
dience enough setvile followers to 
attack or terrify peaceful and law- 
abiding peoples, too often unpre- 
pared to resist. In a few instances 
whole civilizations collapsed under 
the impact, and darkness descend- 
ed on large portions of the world. 
More often the attacks were—at

And Never Forget. 


But it is not too much to ex- 
pect that free men may learn— 
and. never forget—that lack of 
vigilance is the greatest danger 
to liberty; that enjoyment of lib- 
erty is the fruit of willingness to 
fight, suffer, and die for it; that 
the right to freedom cannot be 
divorced from the duty of de- 
fending it. 

This latest assault on human 
freedom is, in a profound sense, 
a searching test for nations and 
for individuals. There ts no surer 
way for men and for nations to 
show themselves unworthy of 
liberty than, by supine submis- 
sion and refusal to fight, to ren- 
der more difficult the task of 
those who are fighting for the 
preservation of human freedom— 
unless it be to align themselves, 
freely and voluntarily, with the 
destroyers of liberty. There is 
no surer way for men and for 
nations to show themselves 
worthy of liberty than to fight 
for its preservation, in any way 
that is open to them, against 
amy who would destroy it for 

In the plans of the new tyrants 
of the East and of the West, there 
is no freedom or hope for anyone. 
If there be some people who be- 
lieve that they can expect from 
Hitler or the Japanese war lords 
greater measure of freedom or of 
opportunity for freedom than they 
now possess, they need only look 
at the firing squads in Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Norway, France, 
Yugoslavia, at the concentration 
camps in Germany and Austria. 
They need only see the degradation 
of the forced laborers torn from 
every occupied country. They can 
learn the fraudulent quality of that 
brand of “freedom” from the Chi- 
nese in Nanking, from the Filipinos 
in Manila, from the inhabitants of 
the East Indies,

ITALIAN MOVEMENT 
SOUTH OF QATTARA 


ROME, (From Italian broad- 
casts), July 24 (AP).—The Italian 
high command announced today 
the occupation of Siwa oasis, 30 
miles inside Egypt and 60 miles 
southeast of Giarabub, Libyan 
oasis village reported recaptured 
earlier from the British. 

(The Axis forces presumably 
moved into Siwa after the occu- 
pation of Giarabub, 160 miles south 
of Tobruk, which the high com- 
mand said yesterday was taken on 
July 15. The German high com- 
mand also announced Italian oc- 
cupation of Siwa.) . 

On the El Alamein front in 
Egypt, the Italian communique 
said, lively fighting continued yes- 
terday with the British suffering 
heavy losses. . 

The Siwa oasis is on an old 
caravan route which runs south 
of the Qattara depression. The 
British-Axis lines in Egypt are 
north of the depression. 

(These movements might indi- 
cate a plan of Nazi Field Marshal 
Erwin Rommel to stab at the ""rit- 
ish flank and rear by way of the 
waterless sands south of the de- 
pression, a great natural barrier 
to the movement of a mechanized 
army. 

(However, the occupation of the 
Siwa and Giarabub oases may be 
simply intended as insurance 
against a British flanking attack 
from the southeast. Siwa lies 
some 240 miles behind the Axis 
advanced lines.)

Some young women are 
employed as maids, cooks, and 
stenographers about the base, But 
for every woman there are more 
than 100 footloose men to shower 
them with attention. 


Mrs. Hayden’s Haven. . 

Gray-haired, motherly Mrs. Rod 
Hayden of Syracuse, N. Y., was the 
first American woman to come to 
this airdrome carved out of the 
Newfoundland wilds. That was 
three years ago. 

Her home is a haven for all the 
homesick airmen, soldiers and civil- 
ians—of all nations—who long for 
feminine companionship and a bit 
of home cooking.

Some years ago I wrote a book 
entitled “Humanity ~~ Uprooted.”

Public opinion of the whole dem- 
ocratic world has come down ‘ on 
Gandhi and his projected civil dis- 
obedience movement like a ton of 
bricks because of the peril it con- 
tains for the cause of the United 
Nations. But whatever may be 
the justice of this viewpoint, dress 
yourself for a moment in a brown 
skin and loin cloth and have a look 
at the Indian situation through the 
thick lenses. of Gandhi's gold- 
rimmed spectacles. 


First, remember that Gandhi 
and his right-hand man, Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru, have dedicated 
their entire lives to the cause of 
Indian independence. Second, do 
do not overlook the fact that 
Gandhi, who has a far greater ral- 
lying power than any other Indian 
leader, is nearing the close of his 
mortal span. He has a natural de- 
sire to throw his remaining re— 
sources into one last great effort 
and perhaps even live to see the 
realization of his dreams. Third, 
remember that the Indian people 
did not ask for this war, do not 
fully realize what Japanese impe- 
rialism means, and see no reason 
why they should co-operate in the 
war effort until they can be sure 
they are not fighting for the Brit- 
ish, but for a free India, Fourth, 
while the world at large and cer- 
tain individual Indians regard the 
Cripps proposals as notably gener- 
ous, India’s most powerful politica) 
body, the Indian National Congress, 
takes a contrary view and be- 
lieves that the British must offer 
more than the best Cripps was 
able to offer before the people of 
India can be rallied to the Allied 


cause. 


,terness has grown, especially in the 
Congress ranks, since the Cripps 
visit. When Cripps came to India 
a Japanese invasion seemed immi- 
nent. It was a moment of extreme 
urgency. Yet the British were not 
willing to accept compromise pro- 
posals of the Congress for a tem- 
porary wartime Government in 
which ‘the Indians would have real 
and final authority in almost ev- 
erything except actual conduct of 
military operations. The Indians 
were also annoyed at British plans 
for ultimate dominion status, but 
were willing to table consideration 
of that problem until the end of 
the war. 


Gandhi’s Congress is frustrated 
and desperate because the British 
in their moment of extremity 
would not yield to the “minimum” 
demands of the Congress and be 
cause, in any case, the British plan 
for ultimate Indian freedom opened 
the door for withdrawal of indi} 
vidual provinces and states and for 
the Moslem League’s “Pakistan,” 
principles which flatly opposed the 
Congress ideal of a united India. 
The attitude of Congress leaders 
seems to be: “If Britain in her 
present difficulties is unwilling to 
give us, or promise us, what we 
want now, what hope is there the 
British will be more reasonable

a concentration camp would be built 
in Ste, Genevieve County: near the small 
town of Weingarten. At the present 
time the two cqunty seats of Ste. Gene- 
vieve, and its adjoining county, St. 
Francois, are in a buzz with Federal en- 
gineers and their personnel] in the mad 
search for office buildings large enough 
adeq--tcly to take care of this huge 
project, the spending of approximately 
two million dollars. The acreage to be 
condemnéd for this purpose is, I am in- 
formed, about 800 acres. 
Through all of it I have wondered if 
the Government has forgotten that in 
this United States they own 161 Na- 


‘tional Parks with a total acreage of 


181 million acres. A lot of that land is 
in the Midwest with two. large National 
Parks located in Southern Missouri, 
which in themselves have an acreage of 
1,340,000 acres. 

Why can’t some of that vast, acre- 
age be used for this project of an.alien 
internment camp or would the fun of 
spending the money be taken away 
from some particular Government 
If these large barracks ‘were 
put into some national forest (where 
they belong), they could be used when 
the war is over for the CCC camps or 
by the public for general recreational 
purposes. Certainly, there will be very 
little use for them in Ste.

~ Mr. Hull’s definition of the things the country is | 
fighting for could find nothing but acceptance in 


quality of freedom and of the necessity to work, sac- 
rifice and, if necessary, die for it. We are awake 
to the peril in which the country Mes. 

As a matter, of fact,.as Mr. Hull spoke, his hearers 
must have had before their eyes pictures more 
vivid than those the Secretary evoked. They are 
aware that, after 13 months of war, the Germans 
are pounding toward Stalingrad, the Pittsburgh of 
Russia, and are encircling Rostov, the spigot of 
Caucasus oil. They are aware that only by the sacri- 
fice of millions of lives the Russians have been 
able to contest the German advance, - 

Mr. Hull’s hearers know how Poland, Czecho- 
Slovakia and Denmark, Holland, Belgium and the 
once great Republic of France fell before the 
swastika. They know all about the battle of Britain, 
when the great hearts and lean bodies of the men 
of the R. A. F. stood between —— and utter 
disaster. 

The people know about Pearl Harbor, about 
Bataan and Corregidor, about Java and Burma. They 
know that India hangs in the balance. They know 
that the Aleutians—our own American soil—are 
invaded. They know that the deadly U-boat, far 
more devastating even than it was in the last war, 
is making perilous the voyages of all aoe: that 
leave our harbors. 

The people know these things and ‘much more, and 
that is why Mr. Hull’s speech, fine as it was, left an 
empty feeling in the stomach, When Mr. Hull tells 
us the kind of world it should be after thé.war, we 
agree. The United States is not without blemish.

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CAESAR PETRILLO TAPPED BY UNCLE SAM. 

No suit by the Federal Government in a long time 
has been so welcome as that which Attorney General 
Biddle has authorized against James Caesar Petrillo, 
ezar of the AFL musicians’ union, This iron-handed 
labor dictator has moved from one mad indulgence 
to another in recent years. His excesses reached 
new heights a few days ago when he successively 
barred NBC from. broadcasting the National High 
School Orchestra concerts from Interlochen, Mich., 
as it had done for 12 summers; and prohibited mem- 
bers of his union from making records for public use. 

This last decree is a violation of the anti-trust 
law, in Mr. Biddle’s judgment, and the suit. he has 
approved seeks an injunction to stop Petrillo from 
making the ban effective.

some data gotten up by a Mr. W. L, Golds- 
borough a \year ago for the United States 
Naval Institute Proceedings, a semi-official 
publication and therefore presumably 
reliable, ; 

Goldsborough’s information (not broad- 
cast in Army-Navy circles since the first 
news that the Japs were in the Aleutians), 
includes the following items: 

From October to May, inclusive, there 
are more days of fog in the North Atlantic 
than in the North Pacific. There is a 
higher percentage of gales in the North 
Atlantic than in the North Pacific in every 
month except September and November. 
There is a higher percentage of calms and 
light winds in ‘the North Pacific than in 
the North Atlantic in every month except 


February. 
* * * 

The mean winter temperature at Dutch 
Harbor is 32.6; mean — tempera- 
ture, 54.8. 

Kiska Island, one of the three which 
Washington admits the Japs have grabbed, 
has a harbor which is much bigger than 
Pearl Harbor, Hawaii. Kiska’s harbor is 
big enough to accommodate most of the 
United States fleet; and it has an entrance 
only two miles wide, which could be easily 
mined for defense. 

“The mere existence of well fortified and 
developed bases in the Aleutians,” said this 
naval research expert five months before 
Pearl Harbor, “would have a strongly de- 
terring effect upon any tendency to trespass 
on the Philippines, the Hast Indies, Singa- 
pore, or Australia.” P 

It was at least a year ago that the 
American people were given to understand 
that the defenses of Alaska were being 
shored up, and in a big way; that nothing 
was going to be. overlooked or underdone. 

Yet the Japs are now officially admitted 
to have Attu, Agattu and Kiska. 

Official Washington now and then emits 
a petulant growl to the effect that United 
States submarines and bombers are making 
life miserable for the Japs in the Aleutians, 
and that these grabs of our territory are of 
no military significance anyway.

Research along this line was un- 
dertaken by the coal industry after 
enactment of the St. Louis ordi- 
nance prohibiting the use of high 
volatile eoal in hand fired stoves 
and furnaces. A year ago Battelle 
Institute announced that Bitumin- 
ous Coal Research, Inc., financed 
by coal mining cumpanies, would 
carry on extensive reesarch in the 
hope of finding a stove that would 
burn soft coal such as that mined 
in Illinois under all normal oper- 
ating conditions without offensive 
smoke, 

This research is under the direc- 
tion of Ralph A. Sherman, who 
has written Tucker that consider- 
able progress has been made. 

It is the contention of the coal 
industry that a satisfactory smoke- 
less stove would lower the fuel 
bills of many St. Louisans who 
now have to use the higher-priced 
smokeless fuels. Amendment of 
the smoke ordinance would be nec- 
essary to permit the use of high 
volatile coal in such stoves. It is 
not expected that the manufacture 
of such: stoves, if found satisfac- 
tory, would be undertaken now be- 
cause of wartime restrictions on 
the use of iron and steel,

Full Jet of Water Puts It Out

WASHINGTON, July . 24 (AP).— 
The Office of Civilian Defense has 
changed its mind—and 
—on the proper way to ¢ 
an bomb. All classes of 
air-raid across the coun- 
try have been strictly cautioned not 
to turn the force of a water 
hose’ on a bomb, but to use a 

spray. The order now is to 
turn. the hose on the bomb full 
force. 


Acknowledgitig that “the public 
has been thoroughly educated to 
the spray technique,” OCD Direc- 
tor James M, Landis said yester- 
day that experiments here and in 
England “have made it absolutely 
necessary to change our way _ of 
thinking in this regard.” ) 

Fire bombs are made principally 
of magnesium, a chemical element 
which burns fiercely in the pres- 
ence of oxygen. Ordinarily it takes 
oxygen from the air, but it will 
also take it directly from water. 
When sprayed a magnesium fire 
burns more slowly. Under the full 
force of a hose it flares up violent- 
ly but does not burn so long. 

Landis said fires started by mag- 
nesium bombs did more damage 
burning slowly under a spray than 
the . shorter burning splashes 
caused by a full force stream of 
water. 

The original order was based on 
laboratory tests with pure mag- 
nesium. In the standard fire bomb 
the magnesium is not pure and is 
used in combination with thermite, 
a mixture of iron oxide and pow- 
dered aluminum. Theoretically the 
spray system was best, but experi- 
ence has shown a strong jet of 
water puts out the fire more 
quickly. :

crowd, the Highlands looked some- 
what like Ann Sheridan night at 
camp. M. P.s patrol the park to 
keep sleeves down, ties up, and 
manners military.

It is true that when a player’s sec- 
ond bid is in a higher ranking suit 
than his first, he shows a. ae 
hand, but that word “strong” has 
a multitude of degrees, 

Certainly South’s bidding would 
have been justified on a much 
weaker hand than the one he held. 
The crucial point was that with six 
hearts headed by the A-K and five 
spades headed by A-Q-J, South 
should have regarded a game as 
an odds-on chance and should have 
conveyed that information to North 
in no uncertain terms. Thus, the 
very weakest bid South should 
have considered making was three 
spades, a jump reverse, on the sec- 
ond round. Even then it would 
have required considerable daring 
on North’s part to bid four spades, 
but he might have done so on the 
mere strength of his four spades 
and doubleton heart.
